A NEW FEED WIRE BEIN6 STRUNG 


Slow Time on the Williamstown Line 


No! Due to Lack of Power. 
New 


Cars Being Built in Troy. 


Big Improvement to 


Service. 


W. H. Lally & Co. have the contract for 


laying; the foundation for the car barn to 
be built by the Iloosac Valley Street Rail- 
road company on Pearl street and the 
work has been begun. The building con- 
tract has not been let, but it probably wil1 


be very soon and the work will be pushed 
until the barn la completed. The build- 
ing will be of brick. Its dimensions will 
be 171 by 102 feet. One story will be suf- 
ficient for barn purposes, but the com- 
pany may, and probably will, decide to 
make the building two storiea high, the 
upper story to be finished off in tenements 
for employes. 


Since the Williamstown line has been 


operated from the power station at Zy- 
lonite thcro has been more or less trouble 
from lac!: of power. This is not because 
there is not abundant power in the en- 
gines and dynamos, but because there is 
not sufficient transmission of the power. 
To remocly this defect the company is 
stringing a new leed wirojfrom the power 
station to Blaskinton, and it will bo ex- 
tended further if found necessary. A 0000 
copper wire is used, which will readily 
transmit all the power required. The 
wire will soon be in position and then 
there will be no more cause for complaint 
about slow time. 


A number of new closed cars are being 


built "or the company by the Jones Car 
company of Troy, N. Y. The trucks will 
be built by the Taylor Electric Truck 
company of Troy and the motors will 
come from the General Electric works at 
F'chenectady, N. Y. When these cars are 
received and the Pearl street harn is ready 
for use the company will be in" a position 
to render the public better service than 
ever before, as cars can be taken from the 
barn at a moment's notice incase of any 
sudden demand.

THE TJ?AT>*&CIUPT reported Friday that 


the supreme court had overruled the ob- 
jections in the O'Neil case and today gives 
tho full text of the court decision. 


The opinion oi the court was written by 


Judge JIarcuo T, Knowlton of Springfield. 
T!.e exceptions of the defendant related 
entirely to the admission of evidence in- 
troduced by tne commonwealth that 
money seen in O'Neil'f. possession soon 
afterlife niuruor was taken from the de- 
ceased, the search of the house of the de- 
censed and the money found on. the de- 
fejidnnt. 
The objection of tho defense 


was that his evidence was too remote, 
and that the money was not. identified 
properly. In view of the circumstances 
of the ease, the court) holds the evidence 
uas projierly a-linitted. 


The rescript had not been received aj 


Greenfield Friday night, but the rumor 
was current about the court-Uouse in the 
afternoon that the bill of exceptions had 
been overruled. While no oflicial verifi- 
cation could be given at the coiirt-housei 
it was thought that the rescript was 
mailed and would arriv-e in Greenfield 
this looming. District Attorney John C. 
Hammond has been in Greenfield all the 
week, working with the grand jury, and 
leturnecl to his home in Northampton last 
evening. He was notified of the deciRion,of 
the supreme court by telephone and was 
^aturally pleased that the work of the long 
trial was not to bo repeated. 
There 


will be much interest to know when 
O'Neil will receive the sentence, and it is 
very probable that he will be brought 
into court before tho present session at 
Greenfield adjourns. 
Mr. Hammond 


fcaid Friday night that he should confer 
with the jud<xe, Attorney General Knowl- 
ton aud Frederick L. Greene ot Green- 
iicld, who a^sssted the government in the 
prosecution of the case, and a motion for 


sentence would in the natural order be 
made at this term of court. 


The opinion of the court is as follows: 


The bill of exceptions in this case does 
not purport to give the evidence in full, 
bntonly so much of it as bears upon the 
questions of law. No question in regard to 
lhe weight or sufliciency of evidence is 
presented, but only the question whether 
the testimony objected to was competent 
for the consideration of the jury in con- 
nection with the other circumstances of 
the case. Among the circumstances re- 
lied on by the commonwealth was the 
alleged possession by the defendant im- 
medi.itely aftei the murder of money 
which the deceased had in her possession 
when showas attacked. There was much 
testimony tending to show that within 
aboit two hours after the murder the 
defendant had in his possession a «10 bill, ( 
a f5 bill and either two quarters of a dol- 
lar or a 50-cenl piece in silver. 


Tne evidence tended ID show that at 


the. time of his going to supper, a little 
more than an hour before the feuppoaed 
time of the murder, and for some time 
previously, he had no money of any kind 
and thcie was testimony that he gave 
false and contradictory accounts of the 
way in which he obtained the bills and 
silver which he had later in the evening. 
There was also testimony that while talk- 
ing of the death of the murdered woman 
to a prisoner in the jail, he admitted that 
he had ~10 of hor money, and said that ij 
he had not been drunk it would not have 
happened, although at the same time he 
denied choking her. With this evidence 
for the consideration of the jury, and 
other circumstantial evidence tending to 
connect the prkorer with the crime, it 
wan important for the commonwealth, i[ 
if could, to introduce additional evidence 
that the monov sot-n in his possession soon 
after the murder was taken from the de- 
ceased. All the evidence objected to re- 
lated to this subject. 


Tno objection was general tnafc it waa 


too remote. 
The testimony tended to 


show that the murder was committed nl 
a little aflor 7 o'clock in the evening of 
January 8. 
There was testimony th^t 


at about 1 o'clock in the afternoon of 
January 7, the father of the murdered 
woman Rave her two checks, one for flO, 
and the other of £39.60; that soon after- 
ward oho went from her home about a 
mil" to tho Village of Slielburne Falls and 
gave thp chpcfc of ?30.60 in payment of a 
bill of ~1G 5", which fehe owed, and re- 
ceived the balance in the form of a ?10 
bill, two T-*} bills, and the smaller bills, the 
denominations oi which did not appear. 
She made a payment of ?1 IS at the village 
that afternoon before she returned home, 
and some others on tho next evening, for 
which &hc paid sums amounting in all, 
including a small payment for washing, 
to ~3 06, iraking the aggregate of pay- 
m»nts47.21 from the 523.07 which she re- 
ceived from the piocccd.s of the check. 
There was testimony that she was accus- 
tomed to keep her money in her pocket- 
book, and her pocket-book in a shop- 
ping bag. 


Tae tw o checks, and afterward one of 


the checks and the money were so kept 
on January 7 and on January 8. The 
shopping bag and pocketbook, as well ns 
several small articles whicu she had pur- 
chased, were found near her body when 
the murder was discovered, and in her 
pocketbook were the ^10 check and eight 
cents in money, and in the bottom of the 
bag were eight cents more. The balance 
unaccounted for from the proceeds of the 
check were '15.67; t}15 of that, when last 
seen in her possession, was in the form of 
a ^10 bill and a £5 bJI. The amount S3en 
in the defendant's possession soon after 
the murder was £15.50, consisting of a ?10 
bill, a y> bill and 50 cents in silver.

from the house of her father and about a 
mile from the business part of the village 
of Shelburne Falls.

The testimony objected to was that in 


regard to the financial transactions of the 
deceased on January 7, and in regard to 
the search of the house on January 10. 
The objections go to its weight rather 
to its competency. By the plans and the 
testiniony, and perhaps by a view the 
jury became familiar with the neighbor- 
hood where the deceased resided, and they 
learned something of her habits and mode 
ot life. That the possibility of her having 
expended money other than that shown 
was not absolutely excluded, did not render 
the testimony incompetent. The details o1 
her dealings and the circumstances of her 
life shown by the testimony, might have 
satisfied the jury that the probability of 
such expenditure was exceedingly binall. I 
The possibility, if there was a posoibility, | 
that the contents of her pocketbook might I 
have been stolen during the half-hour that [ 
the bag and the other articles found near 
her body, lay on the floor ot the piazza of 
her father's house, or remained in the 
kitchen before the bag and pocketbook 
were examined, affect the weight of the 
evidence; but the jury might have consid. 
ered it too small to be important. The 
same may be said of the possibility that j 
a burglar entered the house and stole her 
money after her death and before the 
house was searched. 


The bills were not identified by ear 


marks, but they corresponded in denomi- 
nation, and such a likeness is often proper 
to be considered in connection with other 
incriminating 
evidence. . . 
In the 


present cas3 the testimony was not only 
to be considered in connection with other 
circumstances tending to show the guilt 
of the prisoner, but also with the pris- 
oner's admission on this very point that 
he had §10 ot the money of the deceased. 
The testimony objected to was proper for 
the consideration of the jury in connec- 
tion with the other evidence in the case. 
Exceptions overruled.

Therefore believing that, the honor of 


being mayor of North Adams, is one to 
which any respectable citizen may aspire 
without loss of self respecter justly sub~ 
jecting himself to the i idiculing malignity 
of persons or press, who happen to pre- 
fer some other candidate I declare that,by 
the assistance of friends and of citizens 
who believe in the policy I briefly declare 
to be mine, I shall attempt to honorably 
secure the nomination and election to 
that office. 


I believe in the policy of public im- 


provements inaugurated by the present 
administration. 


I believe that such improvements should 


be pushed, as far and as fast as possible, 
consistent with due economy and without 
making them burdensome to the taxpay- 
ers. 


I believe the administration should take 


the people into its confidence in all im- 
portant public matters. The officers of 
the city are the agents of the people and 
ought to be willing to trust their employ- 
ers, 


T believe that all officers should act with 


and be controlled by the terms aud pro. 
visions of the charter. Because of those 
provisions the 
people 
accepted our 


charter, in town meeting called for that 
purpose, and those provisions should not 
be departed from nor varied except in the 
same solemn manner in which the charter 
was adopted by the people. 


I believe in the employment of nome, 


well paid, citizen labor as against foreign 
cheap paid labor. I do not believe in 
ignoring that large and respectable por- 
*ion of this community, the laboring peo- 
ple, so called. Their opinions and peti- 
tions are entitled to respect and to fair 
consideration, 


I believe in wise public improvement 


but not in extravagance. 


I believe in such improvements but also 


'n economy. 


Briefly stated the above are some of the 


policies I consider should control the 
mayor, with bis large powers under our 
charter, in the administration 
of the 


aflairs of this city. 


If the declaiation of my beliefs meets 


the approval of citizens enough, then I 
shall be nominated and elected. 


1'j however, the number of citizens who 


do not believe in public improvements, 
who believe in obstruction and destruc- 
tion and know nothing of reconstruction, 
and whose battle cry is simply "Down 
with the administration! " is numerous 
enough, then Mr. Hamer will be your 
mayor. 


The question will be for the people to 


settle at the caucuses and ohe polls.
